On july 1, 1826 The Andover Bank opened its door for business, in a room which it had hired 
in a newly erected brick building, located on the Essex Turnpike, which is now Main Street, 
Andover.

deposit tenants.

Q-I received a national service 
life insurance dividend check from 
VA, and I’m sure VA made a mis- 
take. ‘low can | get things straigh- 
tened out? 

A—Write to the VA district office 
that handles your NSLI account, 
giving complete information so that 
the office can identify your case. 
The address is the same that 
appears on the printed envelope 
that VA sends you for premium pay- 
ments. Do not write the VA central 
office in Washington. 

Q—I am a patient in a VA hos- 
pital, and my doctor told me I am 
to be transferred to another hos- 
pital for specialized treatment. 
Who pays for the move? 

A—The VA. Transportation be- 
tween VA hospitals may be fur- 
nished at government expense, if 
the transfer is deemed necessary 
by VA doctors in charge of the 
case. 

Q—Can a veteran enter into busi- 
ness with a nomveteran, and get a 
GI business loan? 

A—Yes, provided the interest of 
the veteran is properly protected. 
VA’s guarantee, however, will be 
limited to the veteran’s portion of 
the business. 

Q-I’ve been on active duty in 
the army for the past twenty years, 
and | am to be discharged. Will I 
be eligible for GI Bill training, or 
has the July 25 cutoff date killed 
my chances? 

A—You will be eligible for train- 
ing, provided you are discharged 
under other than dishonorable con- 
ditions. The July 25 cutoff date, 
for the most part, affected veterans 
discharged before July 25, 1947. 
Those discharged afterwa rds (such 
as yourself) have four years from 
discharge date in which to begin, 
and until July 25, 1956, in which 
to wind up training, depending on 
entitlement.
